The  attractive  7 billion  dollar  low  cost  life  insur- 
ance plan  has  the  indorsement  of  private  insurance  com- 
panies and  the  President  stated: 


"First,  employes  are  better  enabled  by  this  low-cost 
life  insurance  protection  to  carry  out  their  responsibi- 
lities to  their  families.  Second,  the  plan  is  another 
essential  element  in  the  development  of  a comprehensive 
personnel  program  that  applies  to  Government  service  the 
best  practices  of  progressive  private  employers." 


All  employes  automatically  would  be  covered  by  the 
program,  once  it  is  enacted  into  law.  ^ However,  employes 
who  do  not  wish  to  participate  vfill  have  the  right  to 
withdraw  from  the  program  within  31  days  after  the  pro- 
gram became  law.  Similarly  new  Federal  employes  would 
also  have  the  choice  of  participating  in  the  program  or 
not  participating. 

The  insurance  available  to  any  employe  would  be  an 
amount  equal  to  the  next  thousand  dollars  above  his 
annual  salary.  Example;  An  employe  earning  ^6,100  a 
year  would  be  insured  for  :|7>000.  An  employe  earning 
$3,900  a year  would  be  insured  for  $ii,000.00. 

There  is  a double  indemnity  provision  that  would  pay 
the  beneficiaries  of  employes  twice  the  amount  of  insur- 
ance in  the  case  of  accidental  death.

Employes  would  pay  a maximum  of  2$  cents  for  each  of  the 
26  pay  periods  for  each  $1,000  of  insurance  coverage® 
Premiums  would  be  collected  by  the  pay  roll  deduction 
method. 

Govtmraant  would  pay  a maximum  of  12|-  cents  every  two 
weeks  as  its*  share . This  money  would  come  out  of  the 
appropriations  of  individual  agencies®  The  program 
would  cost  the  Government  $22  7 million  a year® 

The  insurance  will  be  written  by  private  insurance 
firms®  Each  company®s  participation  will  depend  on  the 
amount  of  group  life  _ insurance  business  now  done  by  each 
of  them.
